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MAKING SOLDIERS. 


The government did not make soldiers out of 
the national guardsmen mobilized in Texas last 
summer because it used the guardsmen te make 
camps and to make roads. Enlisted men in the 
guard were good 50 cent a day laborers, and they 
were used as laborers, not taught as soldiers. 

Thé guardsmen did not learn soldiering because 
they had no time to leafn. They learned ditch 
digging and drainage instead. .Ten out of twelve 
hours in ‘the first two months in Texas were occu- 
pied in cleaning company streets, draining Texas 
fields, and improving Texas roads. Guarismen did 
not learn how to fight Mexicans. — fought 
Texas cactus. 

Learning how to fight is going to school, and 
turning out soldiers is similar to turning out 
graduates in colleges. If we are going to teach a 
million and @ half men how to fight we cannot 
permit them to spend their. time and labor improv- 
ing real estate and building roads, Roads and 
drainage are necessary to the supply and the 
health of an army. But it is ridiculous for the 
army to perform all of these functions. We might 
as well ask the enlisted men to build the railroad 
engines which haul them to the mobilization 
camps, to manufacture the ammunition which they 
Making soldiers on the scale we shall have to 
make them is a business problem. We have got 
to turn out soldiers the way Mr. Ford turns out 
motor cans. We have got to have a plant to make 
them in. In Texas we made the enlisted men 
make their own plant, and they aa not make a 
particularly good one. 

Training quarters must be built by carpenters 
and masons for the use of soldiers, They must 
be equipped for the purpose of turning recruits 
into soldiers with all possible rapidity. They 
must be operated, managed, like a business. They 
must be standardized. 

The war is the most serious business the United 
States has ever undertaken. Regardless of the 
moral questions, regardless of private enthusiasms 
and beliefs, it must be regarded as a serious busi- 
ness if we are to achieve victory.

** But there are other demands, such as 
limiting the bake shops to but one su- 
perintendent each, that we do not see 
how it ts possible to grant.”’ 

Tomorrow night the drivers will hold 
a meeting.

Regardless of the strike question, the 
consumer probably will pay more for 
bread within the next month, it was 
indicated by Mr. Schulze. He said that 
the cost of materials has made it imper- 
ative that-something be done. :

Other Cities to Join. 

Following Chicago's lead, other cities 
of Illinois are expected to take up the 
plan and cities throughout the nation 
will be urged to adopt it. 

There are 14,000 boys in Chicago high 
schooils.. Lieut. Frink figures that of 
these 50 per cent may be expected to 
enlist for farm work. Excluding the; 
seniors, the lieutenant hopes to enroll 


| from 5,000 to 6,000 boys in the move- 


ment. Out of 700,000 high school boys 
in the United States he believes some- 
thing like 350,000 will be working by 
early summer to insure a bountiful har- 
vest and to keep down the cost of liv- 
ing. 

The plan also includes the mobilization 
in farm camps of high school girls. This 
will come after the school term ends in 
June. The girls will be employed in 
household work on farms and in can- 
ning and preserving fruits and vege- 
tables. 3 


Summer Schools to Aid. | 
“The summer schools will be organ- 
ized,"" said Lieut. Frink, “either as:a 
department of the city high schools 
from which their membership is drawn 
or as sepatate units.
